The subgeneric and sectional nomenclatures were changed from my 
previous proposal (Inoue, in Journ. Jap. Bot. 46: 1-7. 1971). Although 
Schuster (The Hepaticae and Anthocerotae of N. America, vol. 2, 1969) 
accepted Nardia scalaris (Schrad.) Gray as the type species of the genus, 
N. compressa (Hook.) Gray should be the type ( conserved !). 
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
